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Members  approve  development  plan 


The  Club  General  Meeting,  held  on 
December  21,  was  a  momentous  one, 
described  by  many  members  as  the  most 
important  meeting  since  the  decision 
was  originally  taken  to  build  the  present 
Tattersall’s  Club  building. 

Well  over  300  members  attended  to 
hear  Club  Chairman,  David  Dransfield, 
and  other  committee  members  and 
professional  advisers  to  the  club  put 
forward  the  proposal  —  which  was 
enthusiastically  agreed  —  for  the  club’s 
future. 

David  told  members  the  meeting  was 
called  so  close  to  Christmas  because  the 
proposed  purchaser  of  the  club  building 
had  required  that  members’  approval  of 
the  plan  be  obtained  by  December  24. 

“In  my  letter  you  were  told  of  the 
Committee’s  decision  to  go  to  public 
tender  and  at  the  closing  date  on 
November  30  no  tenders  were  received. 
However  approaches  were  made  by 
three  interested  parties  subsequently  and 
of  these,  only  one  final  offer  was 
received,’’  David  said. 

“The  members  of  the  Building  sub¬ 
committee  conducted  intensive 
negotiations  culminating  in  what  your 
Committee  consider  an  eminently 
suitable  offer  for  the  building, 

“The  total  value  of  the  offer  is  S30 
million  from  which  we  will  receive  the 
sum  of  $10  million,  out  of  which  we  will 
be  required  to  fit  out  the  new  clubhouse 
at  our  cost  and  which,  based  on  our 
expert  advisers’  calculations,  should  not 
exceed  $6  million.  After  the  payment  of 
sales  commission,  legal  fees,  and 
architects’  fees  we  should  have 


approximately  $3,700,000  for 
investment. 

“Above  all,  we  will  be  rehoused  in 
brand  new  premises  on  the  existing  site 
in  a  new  development.  We  will  have  the 
right  to  remove  any  fixtures  and  fittings 
from  the  existing  building  to  recreate 
areas  considered  necessary  as  in  the 
present  building  and  I  can  assure  you 
your  Committee  will  maintain  ^11 
worthwhile  features  of  the  old 
clubhouse.’’ 

David  referred  to  the  rebuilding 
period  and  said:  “Discussions  are 
already  under  way  with  a  number  of 
other  city  clubs  to  make  available  their 
facilities  during  the  reconstruction 
period.  These  include  City  Tattersall's 
Club,  the  Masonic  Club,  the  American 
Club  and  the  Royal  Automobile  Club.” 

David  concluded  by  pointing  out  that 
the  Ordinance  70  Order  in  regard  to  fire 
regulations  would  require  work 
estimated  to  cost  more  than  $2  million 
and  that  the  dub  had  sustained  a  loss  of 
$143,932  in  the  nine  months  to 
November  30. 

“A  person  can  very  easily  visualise 
the  futility  of  considering  to  borrow  in 
excess  of  $2  million  without  the  capacity 
to  repay,"  he  said. 

“Your  Committee  feel  this  offer  is  the 
salvation  of  Tattersall’s  Club  and  we  as 
members  can  liken  our  situation  to  the 
history  making  dates  of  the  formation  of 
the  club  in  1858  and  the  mammoth 
decision  to  build  the  existing  clubhouse 
some  60  years  ago,” 

David  Dransfield  was  supported  by 
Treasurer,  John  Simpson  and _

Committee  member,  Peter  Twigg. 

John  Simpson  mentioned  the 
stockmarket  crash  and  added  that  the 
club’s  professional  advice  was  that  the 
offer  received  was  the  best  likely  to  be 
available  in  the  foreseeable  future.  “Our 
advisers  tell  us  that  it  may  be  some  years 
before  the  current  boom  in  city  property 
sales  and  development  is  repeated,"  he 
said. 

The  Treasurer  added  that  including 
deferred  maintenance  the  total  amount 
required  to  bring  the  existing  clubhouse 
“up  to  scratch"  would  be  of  the  order  of 
$4  to  $5  million. 

“In  my  view,  which  I  urge  upon  you, 
it  is  not  a  matter  of  should  we  accept 
this  offer  —  it  is  rather  can  we  afford  not 
to,"  he  concluded.
